WILL VISIT THE MOON. 


HE HAD NO HARD FEEUNQ8. 
CONTBA.OTOB8 AND BUILDERS. 


Au Eccentric Kentncklan Who Spend* 


Moat of HI* Time la Tree Top*. 


The name of Judge Fenley ia familiar 


to civcry man, woman and child living 
in and about Russellville, Ky. 


Tho jndge is a hoary headed man of 


perhaps CO years, yet he is daily prepar- 
ing to start on a journey to the moon. 


His homo is everywhere, yet the soli- 


ttiila of the woods is his favorite abiding 
place. It is reported that ho onoo lived, 
in a large hollow tree, and from a plat- 
form which he built in the topmost 
branches he often stood for hours and 
gazed at the planets. ' 


A abort distance from the little city 


of Rnssellville might be seen an old 
brick wall, which the jndge built as a 
recoptacla for the large boilers he in- 
tends using in the construction of his 
flying machines. The lack of means is 
his only impediment, but he goes on day 
in and day out, never showing the least 
sign of discouragement. 


The airship is not the judge's only 


hope of reaching the moon. As goon as 
be can raise sufficient means he will 
build a large oannon, and into that can- 
non he is to put a smaller one and con- 
tinue placing oannon in oannon until 
they have reached one that will hold a 
man comfortably. 


In firing these cannons the judge is 


going to use dynamite, and they are to 
bo touched off by means of electricity.' 


Jndge Feniey says if he fails to reach 


the moon by means of his airship he 
will beyond doubt go up by means of 
the cannona He is to place himself in 
the smallest cannon and fire them in 
succession. 


"By that means," says the old man, 


"I can reach the moon in 10 or 13 days, 
traveling at the rate of 10,000.miles an 
hour and allowing for a variation of the 
course. When I get beyond the gravita- 
tion of this earth, I will be attracted to 
the other planet by gravitation." 


He has written a history of Russell- 


ville, which he sells on the streets when 
he is in town. This history is said by 
some to be very good and wonderfully 
accurate. Most any day ha can be seen 
walking briskly through the streets, 
with an armful -of his books, stopping 
all whom he meets and trying to sell 
them one. 


"I have become accustomed to being 


in high places," says the old man, "and 
I can now stand on any limb that will 
bear my weight and look down without 
the least feeling of fear or dizziness." 


Het gets old boards and carries them 


to the tallest trees he can find. He then 
carries them up one by one and con- 
structs a rude platform. In this elevated 
station he spends most of his time. 


He takes great delight in standing on 


the very edgo of the platforms and in 
climbing to the most dangerous places 
he can find. Few boys can equal him 
in climbing, and bis agility is remark- 
able for one of his years. 


Upon being nskodhow he expected to 


breathe when he leaves the earth and 
launches' into space he replied: 


"Oh, there will be no trouble about 


that I will take plenty of 'mashed 
down" air along with me. Of course I 
will have to make calculations as to 
how much I will consume ou my voy- 
age and make plenty allowance for er- 
rors in distance." 


It is reported that he was once a law- 


yer of good stnudiiig, but whether or 
not this is true is not known, aa his life 
is a mystery. 


No man need try to follow him in his 


wanderings through the woods, for be 
desires to be alone to observe and medi- 
tate, and one might as well try to fol- 
low an untamerl animal.—Louisville 
Courier-Journal.

PROTECTI 


Brteki la Fortlaad Cement •neeeaifluly 


Wlthitand Blr*. 


Some experiments weze recently made 


by the tmllding inspection department, 
Vienna, on the protection of iron from 
flie by oailng Ik with briofc. A \vronght 
ron oolntnn 19 feet long and built of 
two ohaaneli oonneoted by lattice bars 


BMd. This was wtnp in a small 


chamber ooaitneted of brick, and the 
oolnmn wa§ loaded by levers. This 
done, It WM inrronuded bya4>^inoh 
brick wall laid In fire clay mortar. The 
Trail did not fit elowly around the col- 
umn, and advantage was taken of this 
a fix there samples of fusible metals, 
whioh should serve aa a gauge of the 
lemperatnre attained. 


Various sample* of stone concrete and 


other materials were also placed in the 
chamber within the column. This cham- 
ber was then filled with split firewood, 
which was lighted, and the doors im- 
mediately walled np with slabs of plas- 
>er of paris. After the fire had broken 
oat- the doors were broken in and a 
stream of water turned into the room 
from a 14 horsepower fire engine. An 
examination of the room nest showed 
that the walls of brick, laid in portland 
cement, retained their strength, while 
most of the material stone left in the 
chamber bad been destroyed. The ceil- 
ing had been lined partly with plaster 
of paris and partly with terra ootta 
tiles. Both were damaged. The Inolo- 
sere around the iron pillars was still 
standing firm, though corners of the 
brickwork were clipped one inch or so, 
and the fire clay mortar was largely 
washed out of the joints. On removing 
;ho casing, however, the pillar was 
found to be uninjured, even the paint 
being nnscorched, and the fusible pings 
only showed a temperature of HO de- 
frees F. — Engineering.

BUILDING GUNS MORE CHEAPLY. 


L Swede's Plan For Giving a Twist to 


Balls From a Smooth Bore. 


The very heavy cost of modern guns 


is largely due to the time and labor 
which are necessarily expended upon 
the operation of rifling them. The ma- 
terial itself ia relatively cheap, and a 
rifled gun, besides being much more 
costly, is, other things being equal, 
more abort lived than a smoothbore. It 
is almost irnpuisibleso to make the gun 
and the pr -ootile that the soft driving 
bands of t; • latter shall, at the moment 
of diaobaivn, accurately fit into the 
groovea and I^uds of the bore and allow 
no gases to pass ahead. When these 
gases do pis, ahead of the projectile, 
they aoore an'! damage the interior of 
the gun, ami where the new powders 
are used ami the gases of combustion at- 
tain an cjjormous degree of heat the 
process ot <'^adoration, especially in 
weapons ot large caliber, ia often very 
rapid.

A NEW SUBSTITUTE 


Mysterious Temperance Drink In Chicago's 


New "Home Saloons." 


A new drink, wonderful in concoction 


and mysterious in its chemical analysis, 
is about to be sprung upon the public by 
Bishop Fallows of the Reformed Epis- 
copal church. The bishop is one of the 
most enthusiastic and resourceful of the 
workers who have founded and main- 
tained the People's institute. In con- 
nection with his proposed enlargement 
of the scope of the institute work Bishop 
Fallows recently outlined in The Trib- 
une his plans for establishing a series of 
"home saloons." The plans have boen 
worked out in detail, and the first two 
of the saloons are promised to bo estab- 
lished within a fortnight 
There has 


been n slight doparturo from the origi- 
nal plans, and instead of the "home sa- 
loons" being all of the same class there 
will bo as many degrees of variation as 
in the original alcoholic dispensaries. 
The first ones to be established as an ex- 
periment will both be located in the 
heart of the down town district. One 
will dispense 5 cent drinks and the other 
10 cent drinks, Ono will cater to the 
barrel house or grogshop constituency, 
and the other will compete with the 
bars where the mirrors are of beveled 
gloss, the bars of mahogany, the drinks 
15 cents each, and where the luncheon 
and side dish of olives is presided over 
by i» white aproned attendant. Both 
will be opened in largo basements, the 
only difference between the 5 and 10 
cent saloon being iu tho magnificence of 
the furnishings nnd the elaborateness of 
he free lunch. Bishop Fallows said yes- 
terday: 


What puzzled na most was to pro- 


vido some drink that would take the 
place of beer. We shall offset whisky, 
biandy and rum with soda water, choco- 
late, coffee, mineral waters, malted 
ciilk, cocoa, lemonade, etc., but at firs! 
thoro appeared to be no substitute foi 
beer. Wo resolved to make one. Expert
